“ This Block Book consists of twelve separate sheets of two leaves each, printed on the 
inner side only, so that the recto of folios 1, 3, 5, etc., and the verso of folios 2, 4, 6 , etc., 
are left blank, and folios 2 and 3, 4 and 5, etc., could be pasted together to form respectively a 
single leaf. The impression was taken in pale brown ink, by nibbing. There are eleven 
illustrations, each occupying a whole pap, on the verso of folios 3, 5, 7, etc.; the explanatory 
letterpress being given on the recto of folios 4, 6 , 8 , etc. Folio 1 verso and 2 recto contain the 
introduction, in 30 and 29 lines respectively. Every leaf is surrounded by a border of 3 lines, 
of which the top and right sides are shaded on folios 1-13, 15, 17, 19-23, the bottom and left 
on folios 14, 16, 18, and the top and left on folio 24. Without title-page or pagination. 
Folio 13 verso has in the corner the sign 7 . which is the only signature occurring in the book. 
On folios 14, 16, 18, 24 (text) the letter u is always written u. This edition is believed by 
Weigel and others to be the first edition of this often-repeated work, by reason of the beauty and 
originality of the designs, and the sharpness of outline, which proves the impression to be an 
early one.” 

The above is a reproduction of Block this Book, executed in facsimile with the pen, 
by Mr. F. C. Price, and transferred to the stones, from which it has been printed. As a 
specimen of facsimile art it is a perfect marvel, and shows at once the superiority of this kind 
of reproduction to the photographic process; as any one may see by comparing it with the photo¬ 
graphic reproduction of the present work, published by Weigel himself in 1869. 

Among the treasures acquired by the British Museum at the Weigel Sale, at Leipsic, in 
1872, by far the most important was this celebrated copy of the “ Ars Moriendi,” a Block Book 
executed in the best style of art prevalent at the time of its production, perfect as to the number 
of its leaves, and in a marvellous state of preservation. 

For this romarkable production the trustees paid the sum of £1072. 10 s, exclusive of 
commission, being the highest price ever paid by them for any single xylographic or printed work.

“ While speaking of the English school, 
I most not omit to notice a truly original 
original genius, who, though not a painter, was 
an artist of the highest order in his way— 
Thomas Bewick,die admirable designer and en¬ 
graver on wood. His works, indeed, are of the 
smallest dimensions, bat this makes it only the 
more surprising that so much interest conld be 
comprised within such little spaces. The wood- 
cats that illustrate his books of natural history 
mav be studied with advantage by the most 
ambitious votary of the highest classes of art 
—filled as they are by the truest feeling for 


nature, and though often representing the 
most ordinary objects, yet never, in a single 
instance, degenerating into common-place. 
The charming vignettes that ornament these 
books abonnd in incidents from real life 
diversified by genuine humour, as well as by 
the truest pathos—of which the single figure 
of a shipwrecked sailor saying his prayers on 
a rock, with the waves rising round him, is an 
instance. There is often in these little things 
a deep meaning that places his art on a level 
with styles which the world is apt to consider 
as greatly above it, in proof of which I would 
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mention the party of boys playing at soldiers 
among graves, and mounted on a row of up¬ 
right tombstones for horses ; while for quaint 
humour, extracted from a very simple source, 
may be noticed a procession of geese which 
have just waddled through a stream, while 
their line of march is continued by a row of 
stepping-stones. The student of landscape 
can never consult the works of Bewick without 
improvement. The backgrounds to the figures 
of his Quadrupeds and his Birds, and his 
vignettes, have a charm of nature quite his own. 
He gives us, in these, every season of the year; 
and his trees, whether in the clothing of sum¬ 
mer, or in the nakedness of winter, are the 
trees of an artist bred in the country. He is 
equally true in his little home scenes, his farm 


yards and cottages, as in the wild coast scenery 
with the flocks of sea birds wheeling round the 
rocks. In one of these subjects there stands 
a ruined church, towards which the sea has 
encroached, the rising tide threatening to 
submerge a tombstone raised to peroetnate the 
memory, &c. Bewick resembles Hogarth in 
this, that his illustrations of the stories of 
others are not to be compared with his own 
inventions. His feeling for the beauties of 
nature as they were impressed on him directly, 
and not at second-hand, is akin to the feelings 
of Burns, and his own designs remind me, 
therefore, much more of Burns than the few 
which he made from the poet. 11 — Leslie*s Hand 
Book for Young Painters.

When we consider 
that the busy intellect of mankind has been engaged upon metaphysical inquiries for thousands 
of years, and that no advance has been made in real discovery, the teaching of the Bhagavad 
Gita is as valuable now as it ever has been, and offers a study as attractive as any other which 
exists for the student of the History of Religions.

The Crawford Library at Haigh Hall, in Lancashire, is one of the moet valuable, and cer. 
tainly the most universal in it character, of all private book-collodions. It comprises a very 
large number of books of great importance, including many which, by reason of their excessive 
rarity, have been imperfectly described in the standard works of bibliography. A full 
catalogue of the library would be a task of such magnitude that it roust for the present remain 
a project to be executed in the future ; but in the meanwhile it is considered useful to issue a 
number of desultory monographs on some of those rarer books of which only the most enthusiastic 
collectors have discovered that the accounts given by Brunet, Graesse, Lowndes, and other 
bibliographers, are defective and incorrect The necessity of such a detailed and accurate 
description with reference to the De Bry Voyages will be readily acknowledged by all biblia 
philes and students of bibliography ; it is less apparent in the instance of Sander’s Brabant and 
Fowler’s Mosaic Pavements, which have not attracted so much attention as to make the rarity 
of perfect copies a recognised fact 


No. 4, which is now in preparation, will be a collation of the original 
edition of Archbishop Parker’s History of the British Church, giving 
details of each of the twenty-two copies which have survived. 

No. 5. is also in preparation, and will consist of the description, with a 
complete facsimile, a transcript and a translation, of an Old Irish Manuscript 
Roll, containing an ancient Chronicle, which has hitherto escaped the notice of 
Gaelic Scholars, and of which probably no copy is now extant beyond the one in 
the Crawford Library. 

All these “ Notes and Collations ” have been and are being compiled by Lord Crawford with 
a laborious accuracy which is only conceivable to those who have examined and tested the work 
of the best bibliographers, learning over and over again how far achievement falls short of its 
aim in the pursuit of that difficult science. 

It is contemplated at a letter date to produce, with the aid of other hands, the complete 
catalogue of the library ; the first section to be that of Oriental Manuscripts, the second that of 
European Manuscripts, and the remainder an alphabetical catalogue of the Printed Books. But 
those catalogues will be preceded by “ A Report on the Bibliotheca Lindesiana ” which is partly 
written, and will contain a history of the library and its formation. It will treat in a familiar 
manner on the best works in all dosses of literature which are to be found at Haigh Hall, briefly 
denoting also those which are still desiderata, but which ought, according to the system of 
collection, to be included in the library.

Chandos was the herald of the famous 
Sir John Chandos, Constable of Aquitaine, 
whose history is intimately connected with the 
Black Prince. As it was a part of his duty 
to attend his master on the field of battle, he 
must have had ample opportunity of gathering 
materials for “ writing a good history.” 

He was a matter-of-fact writer, his style 
being vigorous and at the same time often 
elegant He disclaims having any motive in 
common with the Jongleurs and Jogeleurs, 
his object being to record events as they really 
happened. He was an original writer and no 
copyist. 

A great part of the events which he relates, 
he himself appears to have personally wit¬ 
nessed, and the remainder he has collected 
from eye-witnesses. 

In the first part he notices the youth of 
Edward, his object being to introduce his hero, 
before bringing him forward into active life. 
The landing at La Hogue, the conquest of 
Cotentin and the progress of the army is passed 
over quickly until the meeting with the French 
forces at Cbecy ; but we get more minute 
particulars when we come to the description of 
the battle of Poitiers, which is described at 
considerable length as he heard it from an eye¬ 
witness of that great victoiy. 

Among the events of the following years he 
mentions the marriage of the Black Prince 
with the Countess of Kent, and his proceeding 
with his bride to Bordeaux, as Governor of 
Aquitaine. 

The account of the War in Spain occupies 
more than one-third of the poem. The appli¬ 


cation of Don Pedro to the Prince, the conduct 
of the Free Companies and Don Enriqul, the 
correspondence with the King of Navarre, the 
Passage of the Pyrenees, etc., are recorded; as 
also, the re-taking of Limogoes, the fall of La 
Kochelle, and the attempt of the Prince and his 
father to relieve Thonars. 

The poem closes with a very affecting ac¬ 
count of the last illness and death of the Black 
Prince, to which is added the Epitaph upon 
his tomb in Canterbury Cathedral, with a list 
of the different officers who served under him 
in Aquitaine. 

The poem was composed about the year 1386 
or a little earlier. 

The original MS. in oblong 8vo. consisting 
of 61 leaves, in vellum, is remarkably well 
written; and ornamented with illnminated 
capital letters. It was formerly in the col¬ 
lection of Sir William Le Neve, Mowbray, and 
afterwards Clarencienx Herald; then in that 
of Sir John Clopton; later on it fell into 
the hands of Dr. George Clarke, Fellow of All 
Souls’ College, who bequeathed it to Worcester 
College, where it still remains. 

The names of Englishmen are spelled 
correctly, and the chronology is exact. The 
Epitaph on the Black Prince at the end is the 
very same that the Prince ordered in his will. 

M. Francisque-Michel has reconstituted a 
critical text in the exact form of the original, 
his Euglish translation being fluent and trust¬ 
worthy. His work entirely supersedes the 
Rev. H. O. Coxe’s edition of this MS. issued 
for the Roxbnrghe Club.

Auother note, also in 
Arabic of the same time, records the truditiou that the manuscripts was written by the 
hand of the martyr Thecla—a tradition, however, which need not be seriously considered. 
Whether tbe Codex was preserved at Alexandria earlier than the 14th century there is 
nothing to show ; but the evidence of some of tbe writing points to an Egyptian origin, and 
we may assume that no city of Egypt would be more likely than Alexandria to be its 
birthplace. When Cyril Lucar, Patriarch of Alexandria, was promoted to Constantinople, 
in 1621, he took the manuscript with him, and presented it, through our Ambassador, Sir 
Thomas Roe, as a gift to King Charles I, in 1627. From that date it remained in tbe 
Royal Library, until 1757, when it was transferred with the rest of the Royal manuscript* 
to the newly-founded British Museum.

Like Shakespeare, Homer, Milton, Virgil, Dante, and Cervantes, Camoens 
has his votaries throughout the world. One of the master-minds which have 
stamped literature with the seal of imperishable genius, his culttis is not confined 
to the land that gave him birth nor to the geographical limits of the Portuguese 
Language. In many countries translators have endeavoured to reproduce the 
poetrv of the Lusiads ; and in our tongue there exist numerous versions more or 
less faithful and ambitious. In 1655, Sir Bichard Fanshaw began the series, con¬ 
tinued in Mickle, Musgrave, Adamson, Quillinan, Hewitt, Duff, and Aubertin ; 
and now worthily closed by one superior to them all. Captain Burton’s work is 
of peculiar value for several reasons. He was attracted to Camoens by a 
powerful sympathy, arising from a certain similarity in the lives of the two men 
and in their modes of thought; and for twenty years of travel and exploration 
he made the Lusiads his constant companion, drinking in, as it were, the life 
and spirit of his master, with whom he completely identified himself. His great 
mastery of the English language has enabled him to overcome the difficulties of 
exact and verbal reproduction, without loosing the sweetness and perfume of the 
poetry. In fact, only an enthusiastic worshipper, endowed with extraordinary 
gifts, could have sustained the toil of such a feat, borne unflaggingly and success¬ 
fully to the end. A few archaisms appear in the translation which, so far from 
seeming out of place, rather heighten the force and effect of the English poem. 
It is a work which amply justifies Mrs. Burton’s energetic admiration, and must 
add a new and glorious wreath to the many honours that already crown the 
reputation of Captain Burton.

Only 275 copies were printed, of which about 150 were absorbed by subscribers 
amongst the aristocracy of Spain. The book may therefore be regarded as virtually unpublished, 
and as likely before long, in consequence of its intrinsic worth and the short supply of copies, to 
become a costly rarity. 

“ His great work, the * Iconografia Espanola,’ published in 1853 and 1864, contains seventy- 
four'portraits, statues, and mausoleums,’ dating 'from the eleventh to the seventeenth centuries. 9 
Not only the original drawings, but the text in Spanish and French, were his own work. 
Amongst the gems of this collection may be named the bas-reliefs of Charles V and his 
Empress, attributed by Cean Bermudez to Pompeo Leoni, and now in the Museum at Madrid; 
portraits of Philip II when young, and in his old age; the unhappy Don Carlos, Don Juan de 
Austria, Philip’s wives, and the famous ‘ one-eyed ’ Princess of Eboli. That of Heraan Cortds 
is exquisitely finished. He executed several copies of portraits after Goya, which have never 
been published, notably that of the famous Andalusian beauty * La Duquesa de Alva.’ The 
mantilla, maja jacket, short black lace dress, silk stockings, and high-heeled shoes indicate the 
provincial costume of the * duchess of the period ’ to perfection. That of Maria Luisa, the less 
beautiful and austere wife of Charles HI, indicates Goya’s character. He seems never to have 
flattered his sitters, even when nature had been gracious to them. Maria Luisa de Borbon, 
Duchess of San Fernando, figures in an empire dress, with a head-gear of feathers; and albeit 
nature had forgotten to favour her, the wayward artist painted her as she lived, plain and 
dowdy.”— Athencsum, April 10th, 1880.

“ At a time like the present, when the air is 
fall of the signs of changes conseqaent upon 
a widening of the representative basis of our 
Government, and when that Government will 
be urged by forces resulting from the opinions 
and the energies of masses of the people, it is 
of the greatest national consequence that a 
competent knowledge of our magnificent 
Eastern Empire should be spread amongst the 
population of this country. For if anything 
can steady the forces which govern, ana 
prudently influence them too, a contemplation 
of the magnitude of the responsibilities which 
the Crown and the people of this kingdom 
have resting upon them with respect to India 
is that very thing. A fairly comprehensive 
knowledge of that great country, with its 
more than 200 millions of people, is now 
probably possessed only by a comparatively 
few cultivated men—men who have gained it 
by long residence in the East, or who have 
enjoyed much leisure, and have had at the 
same time access to the works of a variety of 
well-selected authors, which they have dili¬ 
gently studied. But this is now altered ; for 
these three clearly-printed volumes, which 
open so neatly, and which are so handy in 
size, contain more than all that is necessary 
for a clear and comprehensive knowledge of 
India and Indian affairs. 

“In any cyclopaedia, the articles of most 
interest will vary much with the occupation 
of its readers; and in this Cyclopaedia of the 
East, the consulter of its pages, whether he be 
statesman, savant, civilian, soldier, or merchant, 
will find a succinct and wonderful store of 
information to answer his purpose and to fit 
him to draw well-based conclusions. 

“ The book contains a good general index; 
but, besides this, there are three articles in the 
work each provided with an index of its own. 
These articles are: ‘ Insects,' ‘ Mammalia,'and 
the one with which we commence our short 
criticisms—viz., * India.’ The article * India ’ 
is properly the fullest in the work, and occupies 
nearly 200 pages. Here the author, after 
tracing the ancient histoiy of the countiy, goes 
into its relations with her neighbours. Then 
he takes its provinces and deals successively 
with them, giving in well-arranged order, as he 
passes on, such general and particular informa¬ 
tion about its population and its resources as 
will satisfy the expectations of those who 
know the office of a book of reference like this. 
The article upon ‘British India 1 conveys a 
vast amount of information. Tho leading 
features of its history and progress are well 
brought out With reference to these two 
articles, it appears to us that if printed and 


published apart from the rest of the work, 
with any additions or alterations which may 
commend themselves to the author, there are 
many of the more thoughtful of the reading 
public who, unable to purchase the entire 
work, will be glad to possess themselves of 
this brochure . But, if our suggestion be 
taken, we should like to see the book contain a 
map, if ooly in broad outline, to facilitate the 
study of the reader. 

“ A comprehensive account of the mode of 
life of the Chinese people, of their govern¬ 
ment, of important things relating to trade, 
religion, &c., is given under ‘ China.’ A 
person wholly ignorant of the country would 
get a very full general acquaintance with that 
little-understood empire from a perusal of this 
article. We note, however, that when referring 
to the comparative value of money, no account 
is taken of the fall in the price of silver. And 
we also note that in giving the derivation of 
the word * tea,’ it is stated to come from ‘ te ;* 
but we would suggest whether it does not 
rather come from the Chinese word ‘ chaa,’ or 
* tsaa.’ But the article as a whole is a remark¬ 
ably good one. There is a good article, too, 
upon ‘ Salt,’ a commodity of the first import¬ 
ance to the people of India, and to the Govern¬ 
ment also, for it produces a revenue of no less 
than 7,000,000 sterling. It strikes us, also, 
that what is said under ‘ Forests ’ is not only 
interesting, but that it has a value which will 
be better appreciated the more it is considered. 
For men have had too long a destructive bias 
towards the finest specimens of the vegetable 
world. In our own country, the general 
mischief as well as the pecuniary loss oc¬ 
casioned upon large estates (and upon many 
smaller ones too) by a want of attention to 
the science of forestry is patent to all who 
understand this important subject In America, 
the quick accumulation of money has already 
been the cause of depriving enormous tracts 
of the northern continent of its most valuable 
timber; and the ill consequences of this piti¬ 
less destruction are beginning to be keenly felt. 
The art of forestry is akin with the daily 
duties of the medical man ; for how much 
poor growth in both the animal and the 
vegetable world is dne to unsuitable soil and 
surroundings! Much timber is stunted through 
overcrowding, with its attendant deficiencies of 
light and air, and by insufficient or unsuitable 
nourishment. The account given by Surgeon- 
General Balfour of the area of the forests and 
the character of the timber in the different 
parts of India is full of interesting facts. The 
subject of opium is well dealt with ; its mode 
of preparation in different parts of the East is 
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gone into, and the practice of opium-smoking 
is philosophically considered upon facts ascer¬ 
tained with paiustaking care. The article as a 
whole is very interesting, and it deserves and 
will repay a careful and deliberate considera¬ 
tion. In fact, whether the author is dealing 
with general statistics and details of history 
and geography, or with philosophy, religion, 
science, or the industrial arts, the information 
is good ; and care has been taken to keep pace 
with the latest authorities. The articles 
‘ Architecture,’ ‘ Temples,’ ‘ Cave Temples,’ 
‘Hindu Sacrifice,’ ‘Stone Worship* and 
‘Serpent Worship,’ ‘Education,’ ‘Rajputs,* 
‘ Caste,* and ‘ Famines ' arc all excellent, and 
will well repay careful perusal. We think the 
biographical notices very good also, but in 
some important instances they are too con¬ 
tracted. Notices of such men as the two 
Lawrences should, wc think, have been longer; 
so also should that of Outram, the two Muirs, 
Bentinck, Strachcy, and the two Elphinstones. 
There arc some, on the other hand, w'hich are 
far too long in comparison. The revenue 
system of India scarcely receives adequate 
notice. We observe also that there arc some 
short articles of great value subsidiary to 
others of a more general character, and yet no 
reference to them is made. Had this been 
done, the student would more certainly secure 
to himself the information which the book 
contains upon a given subject. Take ‘ Archi¬ 
tecture,’ for example. A reference at the end 
of the article to Fatehpur Sikri, Agra, Delhi, 
Sarnuth, and many others, would lead the 
reader to points of interest w'hich might be 
missed from ignorance of particular localities, 
and the author would have been more just to 
himself, for his book is fuller of excellent 
matter than would readily appear. 

“ Wc observe repetition also here and there. 
For example, under ‘ Buddhist Architectural 
Remains,’ a description at some length is given 
of several caves—which, by the bye, are avow¬ 


edly not Buddhist remains at all,—while the 
same information appears again a little farther 
on under ‘ Cave Temples,* its legitimate place. 
Then in the science of botany, under the com¬ 
mon name ‘ Banyan Tree,’ particulars are 
given which appear again under ‘Ficus In¬ 
dies.* And what appears under the common 
name * Deodar,* might have been given, with 
the particulars under ‘ Cedrus Dcodara,* with 
a reference from one to the other. The same 
remark applies to ‘ Flax ’ and ‘ Linum Usita- 
tissimum,* and to other cases which might be 
mentioned. We notice, too, an account of the 
Siwalik Hills in three places—under (1) 
‘Mountains,’ (2) ‘Himalayas,* and (3) 1 Si¬ 
walik Hills.’ And we do not see that the 
articles entitled ‘ Violin,* ‘Socrates,* ‘ Cairo/ 
‘ Kamtschatka/ ‘ Cachalot,’ ‘ Luxor/ and some 
others, have any claim to appear in this work. 
But, after all, what are these things when set 
against the real merits of this welcome and 
admirable addition to British reference litera¬ 
ture ? 

“ Wc have not space to write as fully as we 
should like about these three volumes ; but they 
make an addition to our standard works which 
can hardly be too highly valued, both because 
of their intrinsic merit and because they stand 
alone, so far as we are aware, making a store¬ 
house full of important information possessed 
by but few people. The purpose of the work, 
and its character, alike indicate its plaoe to be 
on the shelves of every public collection of 
books. So also should it be in the library, 
whether large or small, of everyone who wishes 
to possess a sound general and particular 
account of India and the East. The investment 
is indubitably a good one, for a share in the 
rich fruits of the author’s indefatigable labours 
is more than a return for the expenditure re¬ 
quired. And we heartily commend the volumes 
as an addition to the library of every medical

The spiny dogfish is esteemed 
a delicacy, and as being greatly superior to the 
smooth hound and the spotted dogfish, which are 
also eaten. The flesh of the larger sharks also 
makes its appearance in the markets; whilst 
sea cucumbers and sea urchins—the latter in 
spawn—form important articles of food on the 
southern shores. The large sea turtle is some¬ 
times to bo seen in the Dalmatian markets, 
some specimens reaching a weight of 80lbs.; 
and at Fiume and all over Istria small fresh¬ 
water turtles are largely consumed, being con¬ 
sidered a great delicacy. They cost from two¬ 
pence to threepence each, and are brought by 
the shipload from Greece and Albania. 

The preparation of the fish for food is 
worthy of notice. The echini are eaten raw; 
the sea-anemones and the smaller octopi or 
cuttle-fish are fried in oil, which is always used 
for this purpose in place of butter ; the crabs 
aro dressed with fincly-cut garlic and parsley. 


The last chapter of the work is devoted to 
the statistics of the fisheries, and then follows 
a useful table of the fauna of the Adriatic, 
excluding the birds, but comprising the other 
vertebrate classes and the invertebrata. Several 
useful appendices, containing the scientific, the 
English, and the local names of all the species 
enumerated or described, concludes this hand¬ 
some and useful volume, which reflects great 
credit on the industry and ability of the 
author, and will prove of great value to those 
who arc interested in the industry or in the 
animals it describes .”—The Field, Oct. 27,

“No compiehensivc work has till now 
appeared in English on the sea fisheries of Hie 
Austro-Hunganan Empire, and though Mr. 
Faber modestly refers to his volume as a Re¬ 
port meant to pave the way for a more general 
work on the subject, yet we cannot but regard 
it os a very valuable history of the marine 
fauna and fishing interests of the Adriatic. 
The volume contains a systematic list of the 
fishes, including the fiesh-water forms of the

“ The author commences with a short descrip¬ 
tion of the Adriatic Gulf. Its tides are incon¬ 
siderable, the normal rise and fall being only 
one and a half foot, and only one ebb and 
flow in twenty-four hours. Hie currents, how¬ 
ever, are numerous, acting os modifiers of the 
effects of climate and influencing by their 
agency the diffusion of marine life. The 
nature of the sea bottom varies immensely, 
giving abundant choice to the various species 
of fish. The sea water proper is, in respect 
of the degree of saltness, about the same as 
the Atlantic under the tropic, but springs 
abound in some regions to such an extent as 
to render the surface water thereof quite fresh. 
With a for the most part moderate depth, yet 
100 fathoms is reached near the islands of 
Zuri and Scoglio Porno, and near the island of 
Meleda the bed has not been reached at 600 
fathoms.

Of the original Map I can only trace the existence of three copies, one of which is to be seen 
in the Grenville copy or Hakluyt, 3 vols. It is by far the finest Chartographical labour which 
appeared from the epoch of the discovery of America down to the time of D’Anville—that is for 
more than two hundred years. Hakluyt intended to insert this map (which must have been 
already undertaken by Mollineux) in the work published in 1589, but it was not of course ready, 
and some copies were sent out with a substituted engraving, which is called in the preface “ one 
of the best gcnerall mappes of the world.” The latter map was simply a re-engraving from the 
latest mappemonde of Ortelius (1588), and identical with tne one which was regularly published 
in the English edition of Linschoten’s Travels ; having therefore no original value or interest. 

The engraver of the great Map, or—as Hakluyt calls it—Terrestrial Globe, was “ Mr. 
Emmeric Mollineux of Lambeth, a rare gentleman in his profession, being therein for divers 
years greatly supported by the purse and liberality of the worshipful merchant, Mr. William 
Sanderson.” Every geographical discovery down to the year 1598 appears recorded in his 
map.

Consequently this map gives the first graphic 
record of any portion of the American continent, and was evidently done while there still 
survived something of the old Norse settlements there, as well as before the destruction of the 
lost colony in Greenland.

** To the anthropologist, one of the most interesting subjects connected with the great 
religions faiths is the question of their race origin. Wo have not left space to consider 
this point, but we may state that General Forlong’s studies lmvo gradually led up to the 
conclusion that those religions originated “ with a people of an Aithi-opik or Mcru-opik 
stock which spread from High Asia as Eruthreans, Akads, Kaldus, Kuths or Kusis, 
Kemisor Ai-gupts, Keti, Hami or namatbs, Kanins,” etc., and whom he classes together 
as Turanians.

The second consists 
of three long cnapters, in which are treated the early faiths of Western Asia, os in Knldia 
and Assyria, the faiths of western aborigines in Europe and adjacent countries; and the 
faiths of eastern aborigines, Non-Aryan, Aryan, and Shemitic. One may gather from 
these titles the vast extent of territory embraced. The author, however, moves with a 
firm step over it all. A wide induction and intimate acquaintance with his facts have 
given him confidence in his theory. This is stated with commendable candour, but 
withont dogmatic pretensions and the real value of the book is in no way dcpcndcut on 
its acceptance. Many of his positions will, in all probability, call forth attack, but tbo 
solid learning and intellectual ability exhibited by the author ore sure to win him universal 
respect.”— The Dundee Advertiser , April 30th, 1883.

“By hi.s work on ‘Japanese Marks and 
Seals/ and his share in the magnificent 
volumes on the ‘Keramic Art of Japan,’ Mr. 
Bowes is well known, not only as a writer 
on Japanese art, but also as a collector of 
great taste and knowledge. It is in connec¬ 
tion with one department of his collection, and 
in illustration of some of the more remarkable 
objects in that department, that Mr. Bowes 
has now issued a monogram on ‘Japanese 
Enamels.’ It is an extremely elegant volume, 
containing nearly a score of large page illus¬ 
trations—two of them elaborately coloured— 
and a number of woodcuts. From these 
illustrations, as from those in former works, a 
faint idea may be formed of the extraordinary 
richness, value, and beauty of Mr. Bowes’ 
Oriental treasures. Thfi book is, in fact, 
a catalogue raisonni of that portion of the 
collection which consists of enamels, Japanese, 
Chinese, and European, of the class known as 
cloisonne and others ; and the only possible 
fault that could be found with it is that it is 
‘ printed for private circulation.’ For while 
the favoured few private individuals or public 
institutions whom the generous author may 
honour with copies will doubtless duly prize 
their good fortune, and cherish a possession 
not attainable by their neighbours, it seems a 
pity that such a work should not be accessible 
through hard cash to a wider, if still select 
and certainly appreciative, circle. The book 
needs only to be seen to be admired, and any 
one who reads it can readily understand how 
much loving care, labour, money, and know¬ 
ledge must have gone, first to the acquisition 
of the objects, and, secondly, to their adequate 
description. Study of Japanese history and 
literature is shown in almost every page ; Mr. 
Bowes is learned, not only in respect of the 


artistic qualities of the objects, but also in 
respect of their history and significance. 
These are practically to Europeans a new 
art, a new history, and a new literature; for 
it is little more than a quarter of a century 
since the rich and mature, if certainly peculiar, 
art of Japan was known in the West, and it is 
less than twenty years since the first oppor¬ 
tunity was afforded, by the Paris Exhibition 
of 1867, to connoisseurs in France and Eng¬ 
land to make themselves acquainted with * the 
marvellous diversify and extraordinary beauty 
of the works of the Land of the Rising Sun.' 

‘ No words/ says Mr. Bowes, 1 can do justice 
to the splendour of that assemblage of art 
objects in lacquer, pottery, metals, textile 
fabrics, and carved ivory works/ It was 
a splendour which will never again gladden 
the envious eye; for the collection, offered in 
its entirety to Paris and to London, was 
rejected by both cities, and was subsequently 
broken up and dispersed. It can never be 
brought together again ; and it can have no 
successor. For most of those objects were 
precious and incomparable antiques, such as 
cannot now be produced or adequately imi¬ 
tated ; Oriental factories and studios no 
longer turn out such works, the mechanical 
processes being in some cases lost, and 
being in almost all cases too costly 
for the modern market; at the wnf 
time the educated and wealthy Japanese 
are now so thoroughly alive to the beauty 
and importance of the higher classes of 
their national works, that under no ordinary 
circumstances are these now to be allowed 
to leave the country, but are carefully collected 
and treasured in Imperial, national, and noble 
museums. The supply to this country has 
almost entirely ceased since 1874.”— Scotsman.

The expenses incurred by the Duke of Buckingham, for the researches and for the printing of 
these four volumes, exoeeded the sum of £3000. 

The work consists of the original Irish texts, with Latin translations, of the Hiberno-Oltic 
MSB., formerly in the Library of Stowe, but now added to the literary treasures of Ashburnham 
House, near Hastings, the Earl of Ashburnham having purchased the whole of the Stowe Collection 
of MSS. Dr. O’Connor refrained from inserting any work which had already been printed, and the 
entire series may be said to consist of important additions to the history and antiquities of Ireland, 
meet of which were only previously known to us by name.

The first edition of Mr. Layard’s work on the “ Birds of South Africa ” has long been 
exhausted, and before leaving England for Fiji he entrusted al Ihis MSS. to Mr. Sharpe, to bring 
out a second edition of the work. Notwithstanding the success of the first edition, which was 
written in South Africa, and which has done more to advance the Ornithology of a country than 
any other work ever written (Jerdon’s “ Birds of India ” excepted), the Editor has been com¬ 
pelled to alter the plan of the work, and to extend the bonndaries of the country treated of. This 
is more in accordance with the original idea of the author, who had intended to write a regular 
work on the whole of the South African Birds, but limited his northern boundary to the 28th 
parallel of latitude in deference to his friend, Mr. Anderssou, who was going to publish a large 
work on the Birds occurring north of that boundary. In the new edition, therefore, Mr. Sharpe 
has included all the species found in South Africa between the Cape Colony and Bengnela 
on the west, and the Zambesi on the east coast, this country forming his Subregio capensis and 
having natural boundaries. As far as is possible this work is companion volume to Captain 
Shelley's “ Birds of Egypt,” and is illustrated by twelve plates by Mr. Keulemaus.

The Princess Charlotte of Wales, by Mrs. Her¬ 
bert Jones, 4to. illustrated , hf. morocco , £2. 12* 6d 1885 

“The Princess Charlotte of Wales : an Illustrated Monograph.” By Mrs. Herbert Jones. 
(Bernard Quaritch.) We need not hesitate to praise without reserve the illustrations of this 
handsome volume. It is true that the frontispiece, entitled a “ Commemorative Portrait,” is a 
most unhappy specimen of the art of the period. The other portraits are as interesting as they 
are generally pleasing. The first, dated in 1796, gives the Princess asleep in her cradle ; three 
ycaro afterwards she stands before us a charming little child of four. And so we trace her 
through a series of ten miniatures to the year before her death. The least pleasing is that 
of the year 1814, which exhibits a curious change from the girlish figure of two years before. 
The strongly developed likeness to the Prince Regent does not make it more attractive. Mrs. 
Jones's letterpress is not wholly free from the style of the Court Circular. She softens down a little 
in her description of the somewhat undisciplined character and boisterous demeanour of the 
Princess. It is satisfactory, however, that she feels no obligation to be other than candid about 
the Prince Regent, whose mean and brutal temper she characterizes with commendable plainness 
of speech. She tells, indeed, the story of the Princess's brief life and pathetic end in an interest¬ 
ing way, and she is able to illustrate it with some hitherto unpublished documents, which, though 
of no very great importance, help to fill up its details.”—Pou MdU Qasetti.

No other copy than the one from which this facsimile is reproduced (now in my possession) 
is at present known. Pagan, whose dedication to the Duchess of Urbino seems to claim it as a 
work of his own (“ un mio novo libro di essempio di lavori *’), had four years earlier printed a 
volume of somewhat greater scope (“ponti tagliati, ponti gropposi.e ogn’ altra sortedi ponti") 
with forty-five woodcuts, under the title of “ Ornamento delle belle et virtuose donne ”; but 
“ La Gloria'* is probably a new set of examples illustrating a portion of the same subject. It 
seems, however, unlikely that a working printer was the real designer of such engravings, and 
he may only have collected the models.

The decorations of the State Apartments of the Vatican, called Le Stanzc, are too generally 
known to require more than a brief mention in this preface. It was in 1508, when Raphael had 
entered his twenty-sixth year, that he was invited to Rome, by Pope Julius II, to assist in these 
gigantic works. The principal object of them was, by a connected plan of subjects, to represent 
Rome as the centre of religious faith and intellectual culture, and to convey a typical history 
of the Church by certain well-known scriptural, historical and legendary events. The series of 
Frescoes had blen commenced long before Raphael arrived. Pietro della Francesca, and his 
scholar Luca Signorelli, had already completed two important compartments, and others were 
being executed by Pietro Perugino and Giovanni Antonio Bazzi. But Raphael had no sooner 
finished his first fresco—Theology, or the Dispute of the Sacrament, in the Stanza della 
Segnatmra— than the Pope, charmed with the excellence of the yonng master, ordered all the 
works already completed, as well as those in progress, to be destroyed, and the walls to be 
prepared anew for his pencil alone. Although, therefore, these splendid monuments represent 
both the first-fruits of Raphael’s art and his ultimate perfection, yet there is no doubt that this 
imperious mandate entailed no less loss to modern Art, than injustice to the mastera thus 
superseded. 

Raphael’s labours include the frescoes of the Stanza della Segnatura, and dell’ Eliodoro, 
and one fresco in the Stanza dell’ Incendio. The period of their execution extended to the 
time of Leo X’s accession (1513). The rest of the decorations were carried on by his scholars 
from his designs, and not completed till after the death of the great master in 1520.— Preface.

Samlesbury Hall—a structure dating from the latter half of the fourteenth century—is 
perhaps the only building of its kind whicn has remained inhabited and inhabitable to the pre- 
sent time. Partly composed of wood and partly of massive stone, it offers many peculiarities of 
the highest interest to the student of old English architecture, while to scholars of a different 
kind the history of the honse and its owners during the first half of its existence is so inter¬ 
woven with the history of England that the book must supply matter of considerable value.
